hr me to see how a law en- 
forcement officer in a state or 
local government — if he really 
had any evidence— would fail! 
is his first act to turn it over| 
to the Secret Service or the 
FBI.” 

WAS RFK AIDE 

Clark, who entered the Jus- 
tice Department In 1961 under 
then-Attomey General Robert 
F. Kennedy, has been Acting 
Attorney General since last 
October, when Nicholas Katz- 
enbach shifted to Undersecre- 
tary of State. 

He served as Assistant At- 
torney General under Kennedy, 
who left the Justice Depart- 
ment Ln 1964 to run for sen- 
ator from New York, 
f* if Garrison has any Informa- 
tion that might shed additional 
fight on the assassination

^ While Clark did not disclose 
the source of his skeptical at- 
titude, it has been learned that 
the FBI lias scrutinized all as- 
pects of Garrison’s probe very 
carefully. ySo far, federal au- 
thorities ftppear to place little 
credence in Garrison’s sensa- 
tional suggestion that Lee Har- 
vey Oswald acted in concert 
with a pro-Castro plot to kill 
the president. 

• Federal officials have pri- 
vately expressed a cynical attl- 
ude t toward Garrison's much- 
►ublicized investigation. But 
Mark’s statement was the first 
rnblic declaration of disbelief 
from the executive branch. 

AGREES WITH WARREN 

Clark told newsmen at the 
White House that he regarded 
the Warren Commission's in- 
vestigation of Kennedy’s assas- 
sination as one of the mos t 
comprehensive ever ToncTuk l'gft. 

reed with' the 
commission's findings, the most 
important of which was that 
Oswald "acted alone” in shoot- 
ing Kennedy in Dallas, Nov. 22, 
1963. 

Garrison has reported that 
he uncovered evidence of a plot. 
He also indicated last week 
that 'the probe had been set 
back by the sudden death of 
David W. Ferrie, a free lance 
pilot, who allegedly was linked 
to Oswald. 

Clark’s statement, however, 
suggested that federal agents 
have found no evidence to sub- 
stantiate Garrison's conten- 
tions. 
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
